Northwest  Missourian.  "That  is 
four  times  the  total  enrollment  in 
every  college  and  university  in  the 
USA,’’  he  said.

Fewer 
veterans  have  attended  schools  be¬ 
low  the  college  level  (less  than  40 
per  cent)  and  more  have  gone  to 
college  (60  per  cent). 

Some  Get  Top  Level  Jobs 

"Another  162,000  disabled  World 
War  n  veterans  and  48,000  dis¬ 
abled  Korea  veterans  have  re¬ 
ceived  vocational  rehabilitation 
training.  Some  40  per  cent  have 
trained  for  top  level  job  In  pro¬ 
fessional  and  managerial  fields.
